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To the Mayor and Corporation of Bolton. 

Gentlemen, 

Acting upon the instructions with which 1 was honoured in 
the early part of May last, 1 have visited successively during the 
summer of the present year, on behalf of the Corporation, nearly 
thirty of the chief ports and towns of the kingdom, and have 
transcribed from the Official Books and Lists of Rates at the 
sevetal Goods Stations of the various Railway Companies, a large 
body of statistics, in sufficient fulmss of detail for the purpose of 
showing — 

(a) What are the Rates charged at the present time by the Railway 

Companies for the Conveyance of Merchandize and chief items of 
Goods Traffic generally, other than Fish, Live Stock, Milk and some 
Exceptional Articles, and also excepting Coal and other Heavy Traffic 
of special character such as is usually carried in Owners* trucks. 

(b) A just and accurate Comparison between the Rates charged to or 

from Bolton, and those charged in respect of similar traffic 
with some other principal towns. 

(c) How far the Rates upon English Railways generally, and those with 

Bolton in particular, exceed or otherwise, per ton per mile, the 
Maximum Rates for Conveyance, chargeable under the existing 
Acts of the London and North Western, and the Lancashire 
and Yorkshire Railway Companies ; 

also, 

(d) To throw light upon the general subjects of Exceptional and Preferential 

Rates and other irregularites connected with the Charges levied upon 
the Freight of Goods by Railway, and to incjuire as to whether such 
irregularities appear to be favourable or prejudicial in their operation 
upon the trade and interests of Bolton. 

The accompanying Report is submitted with the consciousness 
that it covers comparatively little of the vast ground within the 
scope of my instructions, but with the hope that it may suffice for 
the purposes the Corporation have in view ; that the practical 
nature of its details may afford assistance to, and help to sustain 
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the active interest of business men in relation to those purposes, 
and also serve to bring under public notice some special con- 
siderations bearing upon the Railway Rates Question, which do 
not appear to have received hitherto that amount of attention 
which their gravity and importance demand. 

Although very carefully compiled, it is not claimed for the 
Tables contained in this Report that they are, or can be, absolutely 
free from error. The changes which take place without public 
notice, and at any time, the obscurity and incompleteness of the 
Rate Books, sometimes also their mutilated and illegible condition, 
as well as the contradictory showing of numerous duplicate 
entries in them, make a trifling amount of error probable, but 
this, if known, would be inappreciable, and would not impair the 
accuracy of the tables as a whole, nor diminish the value 
of conclusions derived from them.

As a quiet worker in that which he has long since proved to be a useful 
cause, the Compiler has become a specialist in reference to such subjects as 
those dealt with in this Report. The facts which he is permitted to lay bare, 
and many more of a similar kind, have come under his personal cognizance in 
pursuit of his daily business. Neither himself, nor any of his connections, has 
ever been in the service of any Railway Company or public carrier. He, there- 
fore, wishes it may be known that none of the statements herein, which may 
cause a shock to many who read them, are the outcome of private malice or 
personal disappointment. So far is this from being the case, that he would be 
sorry to use his influence, even if he were possessed of any, to the injury of 
Railways. The services they render to the community, which could be 
obtained by no other means, and, in the main (it may, after all, be admitted), 
at a very moderate cost, are of incalculable value, and the prosperity of our 
Railways is so inseparably bound up with that of our country, that no claim to 
patriotism could lie with anyone who would seek to rob or to injure them, oy 
who would lend encouragement to those who do so. 
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RAILWAY RATES AND CHARGES. 



INEQUALITY OF RAILWAY RATES. 

The gross inequality of Railway Rates and the consequent 
unfairness of their incidence (apart from all questions as to 
whether such Charges are within the limits of the carriers' rights 
or otherwise), have been a matter of notoriety and a standing 
grievance ever since the commencement of Railways. 

Much has been done during recent years by way of reduction 
and adjustment of Rates, tending towards greater equality, so far 
as the ordinary Class Rates are concerned, but such inequalities 
are still numerous, and sometimes so great as of necessity to 
cause injury to the towns which are unfairly treated. 

It does not appear that Bolton is more badly used by the 
Companies in this matter than the majority of other towns, but 
the Rate Books show some striking instances of difference in the 
Class Rates between Bolton and towns adjacent to each other, or 
situate at similar distances from that borough. 

It is not clear to any common understanding why the Rates 
between Bolton and Norwich, for example, should be variously 
from 15 to 90 per cent, higher than those from Bury to the same 
city. 

This, and other very absurd instances of unequal Rating, such 
as are to be found in almost every Rate Book, and which, 
therefore, might be multiplied indefinitely, are illustrated below by 
quotation of actual figures : —

It may be stated in general terms, that from Glasgow, 180 
miles more distant than Bolton, there is comparatively little differ- 
ence in the amounts of the Class Rates to the towns in the East of 



England above named, but, on the other hand, the Rates from 
Bolton to Ipswich and Chelmsford are from 30 to 70 per cent, less 
than from Glasgow to those places, which is more in accordance 
with reason. 

The admissions which the Compiler has made elsewhere as 
to the general excellence of the Railway Clearing House Classifica- 
tion, as compared with others in use, do not imply that it is free 
from some conspicuous faults. Although it has been considerably 
amended and improved year by year since the publication of the 
criticism to which it was exposed before the Select Committee on 
Railways in the Session of 188 1, and many of the anomalies then 
pointed out have been wholly or partially removed, it still contains 
Classifications (or rules to qualify the manner of applying the 
Classifications,) which produce results that may fairly be termed 
absurd. That the half is not greater than the whole, is a belief 
so commonly and confidently held, that most people are guided 
by it. The Classification Book teaches, occasionally, quite a 
contrary doctrine, and on its authority the Railway Companies 
demand more for conveyance of half or quarter of a truck load 
of Potatoes, Turnips, or other like Vegetables, than for a full 
truck load, unless the Roots are packed. Thus, to Bolton the 
present charges are, when carried in bulk —

" Loose Vegetables are very bad carriage," and, therefore, Rail- 
way Managers seek to justify a system which would authorize a 
charge of 12/7 for the conveyance of 4 tons 4 cwts. of " Loose 
Vegetables," between Stockport and Manchester, and 13/4 for the 
carriage of 4 cwts. only (minus the 4 tons), between the same 
places. 

If it were asserted or assumed that the ordinary Class 
Rates affect only the retail dealers and small manufacturers, 



because Exceptional Rates are applicable to the bulk of traffic, 
such statement or belief cannot well be supported in face of the 
fact that Bolton does not enjoy a full proportion of Exceptional 
Rates, and is, therefore, at a disadvantage compared with some 
competitive towns. To large producers, the Export Rates are of 
much importance, and yet, whilst Manchester or Stockport can 
ship Machinery, Cotton and Woollen Goods, and, indeed, 
manufactures of almost any description, either at Bristol, Cardiff, 
or Swansea, as convenience or necessity may require, at a cost, for 
Railway freight, not exceeding 25/- per ton to either of those ports, 
the Rates from Bolton to the same places for corresponding traffic 
range from 32/6 to 60/- per ton, whether the goods are consigned 
for shipment or not. Again, Textiles for shipment at Barrow 
(Ramsden Dock), whether in bales or cases, are conveyed from 
Manchester (11 miles greater distance) for 9/4 per ton, s. to s., or 
from Leeds and Bradford (15 miles and 10 miles respectively 
more distant from Barrow) at 18/4 per ton, carted in Yorkshire, 
whilst the cost from Bolton, inclusive of cartage, is 27/6 for bales 
and trusses, or 37/6 for cases of such goods. 

If 32/6 be a just Rate for Machinery from Bolton to Bristol, 
why should Blackburn (14 miles further north), pay 7/6 less for 
its Looms to Bristol ? Again, Bury is certainly not nearer to Black- 
burn than is Bolton, yet the Rate for Flour with Blackburn is 4/2 
to Bury and 4/6 to Bolton. 

Iron, class " B " or " Damageable," between Manchester and 
London, is charged a shade over id. per ton per mile, but 
between Bolton and London it is more than i^d. per 
mile, the Rates per ton (on consignments of two tons 
or more), s. to s., being respectively 16/8 and 22/6, a 
difference of 5/10 per ton for the short distance between 
Manchester and Bolton.* The absurdity of this is manifest, 
for if "B" Iron were consigned by senders, either in 
London or Bolton, first to Manchester, and it were after- 
wards sent on in the direction required, the total of the two 
combined Rates would show a saving of 2/1 per ton in cost of 
transit between Bolt or and Tendon, or fully 10 per cent. 
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See foot note on page 7.

In like manner a saving could be effected in the conveyance 
of other traffic between Bolton and London ; even upon such an 
item as Bricks there would be a saving of 1/5 per ton. 

Comparing the Iron Rates as shown by Tables in the 
appendix, it will be seen that between Bolton and Stoke-on- 
Trent (the same Rates apply also to Hanley and much of the 
North-Staffordshire district), the freight charges are higher in 
proportion than those with Manchester. After making full 
allowance for Cartage included in the Rate of 23/4 for " B " Iron 
to Newcastle-on-Tyne from Bolton, the Rate is still excessively high 
in comparison with Manchester. 

That Bolton is too highly rated for the mass of heavy traffic 
which is classified as " B *' Iron (the articles comprising which will 
be found in the appendix) is further shown below : —

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DIFFERENTIAL RATES FOR IMPORT AND 

EXPORT TRAFFIC. 

It is not within the scope of this Report to enter ui)on a 
discussion of those economical and semi-political questions which 
are involved in the consideration of those Differential Rates, 
which are made by Railw^ay Companies in favour of Import and 
Export Traffic as to their operation upon Trade or upon national 
interests. It has only to deal with their existence or otherwise in 
relation to Bolton ; nor is the Compiler qualified, even if he were 
authorized and had the will to do so, to express views or suggest 
theories of any practical value upon such debateable subjects. 
Nevertheless, difficult or impossible as it may be to reconcile a 
multitude of confficting interests, or to harmonise opinions, so 
many and so opposite as those which exist in reference to the 
prevailing custom of carrying Traffic from abroad, and that which 
is consigned for shipment, at Rates generally much lower than the 
Companies accept for the freight of goods between the same 
towns and ports when the Trade is merely local between them, it 
may not be improper to submit whether any adequate and 
sound reason can be given (apart from the doubtful advantage to 
the Railway Companies) why Foreign Produce, of the nature of 
luxuries, or Foreign Manufactured Goods of any kind, should be 
conveyed over British lines at Rates lower than those charged to 
the home producer or factor ? The recent outcry against this 
injustice appears, to have effected a remedy already in a great 
many instances, but very numerous cases of the same kind remain 
as yet untouched, and appear likely so to remain until further 
pressure be brought to bear upon the Railway Companies. 
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Apparently, these Differential Rates in favour of Imported 
Traffic are very unpopular, except as they may apply to Grain, 
Timber, Raw Materials and articles *of merchandize regarded as 
necessaries. Even as to some of these, a difference of opinion 
prevails. It is not, therefore, easy to understand why the 
Railway Companies should wish to make differences so much to 
the advantage of foreign productions as against our own, unless 
it be true (which seems only just possible, notwithstanding the 
source from which it came,) that this anomaly arises from the 
paternal solicitude of Foreign Governments, which subsidize our 
English Railways in the interest of their own Merchants 
and Manufacturers. When discussing this subject with him, 
a few months ago, a Goods Manager in one of our large 
manufacturing Towns put the question directly ^ to the 
Compiler — " Well, and what would you do ; what would you 
expect us to do ? Our own British Government will never do on 
behalf of our Manufacturers what some of the Foreign Governments 
do on behalf of theits^ 

No statement of opinion or of belief in reference to the 
suggestion thus conveyed is here expressed, but in view of the 
difficulty in finding a satisfactory or complete solution of this 
question, it is recorded as being perhaps worth attention and 
inquiry, because when taken in connection with what had just 
passed, and with'J the fact that particular objection seems to 
attach to the examination of through Rates from places abroad, this 
Manager's queries and observation fully implied, and were intended 
to imply, that the difference between the Local and Import Rates 
was made up to the Companies by Foreign Government 
subsidies. 

EXCEPTIONAL OR SPECIAL RATES. 

" Exceptional " or " Special " Rates, as they are generally 
called, are more constantly in use at our chief ports and towns 
than the usual " Class " Rates, and, however carefully considered 
before their adoption, they must inevitably work injustice. 

But if the plea for many of these " Excep»tions," which is 
always urged on behalf of the " necessities of trade," be fully 



to 

admitted, it is obvious that a system of Classification which 
requires, or an administration of that system which permits, count- 
less breaches of its regulations, must, one or other of them, be 
greatly in need of reform. 

Without admitting that the Railway Clearing House Classi- 
fication Book is perfect, or even fair in some particulars, it is, 
nevertheless, not only the one most in use, but is far the best of 
those adopted on British Railways. It is the gradual production of 
many years by experts conversant with the intricate details of Mer- 
cantile Traffic, whose efforts have been, apparently, to combine con- 
sideration for the welfare of the Railway Exchequer, with some 
degree of regard for legal limitations upon the Companies' powers ; 
upon lines generally convenient, and which once may have been 
tolerably consistent with the requirements of the trading 
community, although it has not kept pace with them. It seems 
more reasonable, therefore, to blame the innumerable "Exceptions" 
(which are inconsistent with the recognition of any system of 
classification), for the existing confusion, rather than the 
classification itself. But, although (" Exceptions " apart) the 
R. C. H. Classification is applied to the greater part of the 
United Kingdom, and, so far as Direct Traffic with Bolton is 
concerned, to all parts (with some differences as to Ireland), yet 
it should be borne in mind that on Railways south of the Thames 
(except the L. & S. W. R., and certain Stations on the Brighton 
and South Eastern lines, which are competitive), as well as over 
Irish and Scotch Railways, different Classification Books are in 
use locally. Some variations from the R. C. H. Classification are 
also made by the N. E. R. Company, as respects Traffic confined 
to their own system. The complexity thus created is still further 
augmented by the many different methods of fixing the Charges 
for Conveyance of small consignments. 

"SMALLS" 
/>., Consignments of Small Weight. 

The term " Smalls " is made to cover a variety of meanings. 
On most of the English Railways (and for through Traffic passing 
over more than one Company's lines, on all of them) the well- 



known "5oolbs. Scale" is adopted, and applies to any weight up to 
4-cwt. i-qr. 24-lbs. This "Scale," although it is often complained 
of as working hardship in special instances where low Rates for 
small weights are desired by Traders, as much as for large, as in 
the case of Tea — is more equitable in principle, and more 
convenient than any other in use — inasmuch as the Charges based 
upon it are proportioned to small gradations (14-lbs.) in weight, 
and to the Class to which the goods belong. Subject only to such 
difference in its application as the variation of the I^ocal Classifica- 
tion Book from that of the English Clearing House requires, the 
same " Scale " is in operation in Ireland. 

With many important exceptions, a very similar Scale for 
weights under 4-cwt. (448-lbs.) is adopted upon their own 
Railway by the London and South-Western Company, but this is 
not used at some of their Stations, which have definite Local 
Charges for "Smalls" fixed in reference to weight of packages only, 
irrespective of Class or description of goods. At other Stations, 
which are competitive, the 500-lb. Scale is in operation upon this 
line. It is, therefore, difficult to say what constitutes a " Small " 
upon the South-Western Railway, and it is equally so as to 
" Smalls " and " Intermediate Smalls," carried locally by the 
North- Eastern company, the system of charging for which, if at 
all times workable, cannot be other than ridiculous and 
unjust. In fact, it is not enforced so far as Traffic which 
is carried at Exceptional Rates is concerned, however small 
the weight. 

If simpler, and confined within smaller general limits of 
weight, the primitive mode of charging " Smalls " in Scotland, and 
also as between Scotland and England, and vice versa, is 
equally open to the charge of absurdity and injustice. In 
this country, at any rate, it is the occasion of constant annoy- 
ance and petty loss, and of continual disputes with the 
Carriers. 

To exhibit results of some of the methods of charging for 
" Smalls," let them be illustrated by one or two examples : 
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r^) BETWEEN BOLTON AND LONDON

(b) Whether sent separately, or at one time, the Charges would 
be the same in this case, hut when the total of Separate Charges for 
parcels sent in one lot together amounts to more than would apply 
to the total weight at the highest Rate chargeable upon any separate 
part of the consignment, then the whole is charged in one sum at 
that Rate. 

(c) BETWEEN BOLTON AND GLASGOW.

(d) If sent separately, the Charges would be for Pictures 3 '-, 
Books 3/-, and Paper 3/3; but as the total weight i-cwt 2-qrs. T5-lbs. 
if sent in one consignment exceeds i-cwt., the whole would then 
be chargeable at 80/- Rate upon the actual weight, which would 
amount to 7/1, instead of 9/3. 

(e) It will be seen that if the weight of each item were doubled, 
the Charges to or from Glasgow would amount to 6d. more only 
upon the whole of them if carried separately, each article being 
chargeable 3/3 ; the Paper remaining the same as before, in fact, it 
is immaterial whether the weight of Paper conveyed be 2-qrs i-lb. 
only, or i-lb. or 2 -lbs. deficient of 2-cwt. 2-qrs., as the Charge 
of 3/3 would apply, in either case. 

(f) If sent at one time, the weight of the Pictures and Books 
would be added together, i-cwt. i-qr. lo-lb., and charged for 
at the highest rate, 80/-, upon that weight, 5/5 ; and the Paper, 
I-cwt. 3-qrs. 20-lbs. as a " Small," 3/3 ; total 8/8.

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(g) It may be noted here that the very smallest article, if 
carried by Goods Train, between Bolton and Glasgow, is charged 
2/9, even if the weight were but i-lb., which would go for 6d. by 
Passenger Train, or for 3d. by Parcels Post. 

On the North-Eastern Railway, i-cwt. is the ordinary limit of 
"Smalls," but Intermediate Rates are charged upon articles in 
Classes 3, 4 and 5, when consignments do not exceed 5-cwts. 
(556 lbs.), unless the traffic be subject to an Exceptional 
Rate. It should be stated that whilst the Clearing House 
Classification is for the most part adopted by the N.E. Railway 
Company, yet the Tonnage Rates over their lines for goods 
in Classes 3, 4 and 5 are almost uniform in amount, and as 
respects a large number of N.E. Stations so far as local Traffic 
is concerned, when the consignment exceeds 5-cwts. the number 
of Classes recognized by the Classification Book is practically 
reduced from seven to five in number. But a great difference is 
made in the Rates demanded, according to Class distinction, when 
the weight is intermediate from i-cwt. to 5-cwts., except as to 
Classes i and 2, which are carried at Tonnage Rates in any 
quantity exceeding i-cwt. only. 

The complications described are not quite easy to follow, but 
a very moderate illustration is furnished.

With regard to the I^andon and South-\Vestern Railway, the 
mystery of "Smalls" is well-nigh insoluble. Southampton is 
privileged with the range of three or four separate Scales, if not 
a greater number. From Bolton and all [larts of England and 
Wales, north of the Thames, the 500-lhs. Scale is in operation at 
Southampton, From or to Scotland the Kates vary from about 
3/6 (28-lbs.), to 5/- {ii2-lbs.J With local stations generally 
on the L. & S. W. Railway, its own 4-cwt. Scale is applicable, 
and between London and the same Port the said Scale is 
partially adopted, but when the weight does not exceed 2-cwt., 
then another and special Scale is used. 



PREFERENTIAL RATES TO INDIVIDUAL 
TRADERS. 

As though the confusion and inequalities arising from the 
causes already pointed out were insufficient to mystify and baffle 
the public in their attempts to secure fair treatment, Railway 
Managers have many other resources open to them, which they 
are not slow to use, in defiance alike of what is legal or just, 
especially as to the means of giving undue preference to particular 
Traders, and, it may also be added, of defrauding other Railway 
Companies. Since the late agitation, and partial exposure of this 
practice, attended by some inconvenient results to themselves , 
arising from it, the Companies have so far put their houses in 
order, that the ^a/c Soo&s nim' show fewer examples of distinctly 
Preferential Rates of this description, and if complaint were 
made concerning these, it would at once be represented that 
the Rate was "no longer in force, although it had not been , 
cancelled," or else the reply would be that " the Rate is n 
made of general application," although nothing can be shown 
to support either the one statement or the other. 

In connection with Preferential Rates, ihe public have heard 
much of the Special Rates in favour of the Burton Brewers. 
These, however, are not confined, as might be supposed, to direct 
Traffic with Burton itself. They crop up in various directions, 
For instance, between Manchester and Bolton and other towns in 
this district, the London and North Western Railway Company 
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has agreed to carry Burton Ale from the local stores at the rate of 
2d. per ton per mile, for distances under 50 miles (subject to a 
minimum charge of 3/4 per consignment). So that between 
Manchester and Bolton (say 1 2 miles distance by that Company's 
line), the charge for conveying two tons of Burton Ale would be 
4/-, as compared with 13/4 for an equal quantity of Beer from 
local breweries; or 2d per ton per mile, instead of nearly 6^d.; 
or, again, between Manchester and Wigan (say 20 miles by the 
\j. and N. W. route), a ton of Burton would cost 3/4, whilst 
any other Ale, in like quantity, would cost 8/4 for Railway freight ; 
2d. instead of 5d. per ton per mile. 

It is probable, although the Rate Books seen do not show it 
to be so, that these lower Rates do not include Cartage, whilst the 
others do include the charges for that service, but the differences 
are excessive, after making the fullest allowance. 

But unjust preference is not always given by means of 
Special Contract or Exceptional Rates, as such are generally 
understood. Probably that method is adopted in comparatively 
few instances, after all. Apart, at any rate, from these, and also 
leaving out of sight practices which are as difficult to prevent as 
they are to detect, or to support by proof, although known to 
prevail, such as the giving of discount, or rebate, or bonuses to 
principals or employes in Mercantile Houses, many instances are 
within the Writer's knowledge where the goods of certain Manu- 
facturers have been regularly conveyed (7iot surreptitiously, or by 
means of false declarations, by which the Carriers have been 
deceived) at Rates far lower, all round, than those rightly applicable, 
and this with the full knowledge and connivance of the Railway 
Agents or Managers themselves. A verbal arrangement, more or 
less definite, is made, or a tacit understanding arrived at, such as 
this : " If you give us all (or a certain proportion) of your traffic, 
all the goods you send by us shall be charged at the * Hardware 
Rate,' or at the * Coarse Paper Rate,'" arid so forth, as the case 
may be, and sometimes the condition is attached that a general 
"risk note" shall be signed by the Senders. Such compacts 
between Local Railway Agents and their Customers, whether 
tacitly or openly made, may be dictated solely by a desire on th^ 



part of the Official concernedj to obtain an increase of Traffic for 
his Company, and without any corrupt nioiive on his part, but it 
can scarcely be doubted that preferences given in this way to 
some Traders over otliers, are likely to prompt offers, and in some 
cases, at least, to lead to the acceptance of bribes. 

What is known to railway men, and to those interested in it, 
as the "Toy Dealers' List," is another indefensible anomaly. 

The Companies for many years have singled out one 
or more Tradesmen in each large town, whom they call 
"Recognised 'I'ny Dealers," and for them only, carry Toys and 
Founh Class Articles generally, at Third Class Rates, and 
sometimes still lower Rates from London, a piece of 
unjust preference which seriously handicaps all the other 
local dealers. In ctmsequence of romplaint, jirohably, these Lists 
were suspended for two or three years ; but, either because the 
storm blew over or on account of strong oi>posi!ion to the 
increase of Rates to those who had formerly profited from being 
placed upon the lists, they have, within the last year or so, been 
re-adopted. In Bolton, the L. & N. U'. R. Company recognize 
om Toy Dealer ; but the clerks of the L. & Y. R. Company 
"have no List to go by;" tliey are guided by their "own 
discretion." 

In the foregoing, and other similar ways, much of the Classi- 
fication Book is set at naught in Birmingham and some other towns 
which could be named, and, whether the proportion of gainers 
thereby be relatively many or few, their competitors in trade must 
suffer a great wrong as a necessary consequence. If it be ut^ed 
in mitigation of blame, that many of their customers are equally 
unscrupulous, and rob the Carriers by "false declarations," &c., 
then it may be remarked that " two wrongs will not make one 
right;" and, further, it is quite in the power of the Railway 
Companies, if they were disposed to do so, to make a few public 
examples and to put down nine-tenths of this evil at once. A 
widely-circulated public notice that they intended to do this after 
warning, so given, would go far to cure it, to the benefit of public 
morals and to the profit of Railway Shareholders, as well as to the 
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advantage of more honest freighters. Yet, owing to mutual 
jealousy and competition between themselves for Traffic, the 
Companies submit to be robbed with open eyes, and even 
encourage this species of fraud, whilst they will imprison some 
wretched fellow who may have travelled a few miles without a 
ticket, because, probably, he had no money to pay for one. 

TEMPORARY RATES, &c. 

But the Rate Books disclose yet other and rather novel 
methods of entering Preferential or Special Contract Rates, such 
for instance as — " For a special lot only," without stating the 
quantity in some cases; in others, naming it ; or, again (this Rate) 
— "To remain in force until" so-and-so, naming the date, as 
Dec. 31st, 1886. 

OVERCHARGES. 

Nothing which has been written above touches upon that 
serious and wide-spread evil, w^hich is answerable for greater moral 
mischief in Railway Offices, and probably also greater pecuniary 
loss to the general community, than any which spring from causes 
before alluded to, namely, those countless irregularities known as 
" Railway Overcharges," by which term is not meant Charges 
over and above what may be lawful, but charges made in excess 

OF THOSE authorised BY THE SHOWING OF THE COMPANIES' 

OWN Rate Books. An extract, here given, from a letter 
addressed to the late President of the Board of Trade (but 
not forwarded owing to the anticipated withdrawal of his 
Railway Rates Bill, which took place shortly after it was 
written), speaks in strong but not exaggerated terms : — 

" Long-continued and wide observation, of a close and practical 
"character, has convinced the Writer, by a mass of over- 
** whelming evidence, that Railway Overcharges are by no 
"means confined to such as are simply excessive or 
"preferential, unequal or illegal, or thpse to which the 
" euphemistic terms — * Mistake,' * Error,' or * Overcharge,' 
"are in any sense applicable. They are, to a very large 
"extent, simply fraudulent, made up of countless acts 

"which, if committed by a private trader, would be called 
c 
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"swindling. That such is the case can be shown by 
"hundreds of individual instances, and by numerous 
"others of a collective or class character. Such a 
"system, it need scarcely be stated, is not only one 
"of robbery, which generally falls most heavily on the 
"poorer and weaker classes of the trading community, 
"who can least afford to suffer, and who are quite unable 
" to protect themselves, but is most corrupting and morally 
"ruinous to thousands who are employed in the Goods 
"Departments of the various Railways." 

The details of a few overcharges out of many hundreds, 
more or less trivial in amount, which are in the Compiler's 
possession, can have no general interest, but a few instances 
of systematic overcharging, carried on in a wholesale way 
and spoken of previously as possessing a collective or class 
character, may not be out of place in support of the preceding 
statements. 

The Merchants of Manchester would probably be thought 
least likely subjects on whom to practice wholesale and continuous 
imposition, especially as that City is served by so many Railways 
and Carriers; nevertheless, out of the very large number 
of firms engaged in the Machinery Oil trade in Manchester, who 
were personally visited by the writer in 1882, all of them 
apparently, and certainly nearly all, were paying Freight Rates 
for " Burning " Petroleum instead of "Lubricating" Mineral Oils ; 
in other words, they were paying all round Second instead of 
First Class Rates. 

Many other firms were paying 2/6 per ton for Export Cotton 
goods, between Manchester and Hull, in excess of the actual Rate. 

Amongst many scores of Paper Merchants and Manufacturers 
in the same city, only a mere fraction of the number were paying 
the correct Rate for Coarse Paper between Manchester and 
Leeds, and Manchester and Bradford. The majority paid 14/2 
(the Ordinary Class Rate), instead of the Exceptional Rate, long 
in force, of 12/6. Soon after this was exposed, the Rate was 
reduced to 11/8 as it remains at present. 
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Nottingham Manufacturers, in 1884 and previously, so far as 
could be ascertained, were all paying 85/- for Lace Curtains to 
Glasgow, the Rate between those places being 76/8, and the 
makers of ordinary machine-made Cotton Lace were charged the 
Rates applicable to Silk or hand-made Lace (such as is scheduled 
in the Carriers' Act), and this notwithstanding the difference of 
Class, as shown by the R. C. H. Classification Book, and the 
compact made with the representatives of the Drapery Trades by 
the Railway Companies about seven years before. When this 
imposition was pointed out, the Companies insisted that, — 

" Laces, Cotton, Common, Class 3," 
which has appeared in every Classification Book for many 
successive years, but which, this year (1886), is altered to 

"Laces, Boot and Stay (Cotton) Common, Class 3," 
meant Boot and Stay Laces, This, however, could not be true, 
for many reasons which could be given, but it is disproved 
by the fact that the next line above provided for all 
Boot and Stay Laces under Class 4, without any exception 
as to kind, and also that machine-made Cotton Lace was 
provided for in no other way. The alteration, however, is as 
clumsy in execution as it is wrong in purpose. As the Classification 
Book 7107V reads, all Lace is simply described by the word Lace, 
and is placed in the fifth or highest Class, and is also declared to 
be "included in the Carriers' Act.'^ But seeing that the Act 
referred to was passed in 1830, before machine-made Lace was an 
article of commerce, if not also before it was invented, it could 
not possibly have been scheduled under the Act, the " Lace " 
therein named being unquestionably hand-made and Silk Lace. 
This is plainly shewn by the 1886 Classification Book itself, on 
page 94, where the Articles named in the Act are fully recited. 

This may appear a small question, but to Nottingham Manu- 
facturers it cannot be so, for there is a long difference between Third 
Class and Fifth Class Rates. It is true that between Nottingham 
and a certain few places, including London and Manchester, Lace 
was carried, as a concession to the Trade, at the intermediate 
Fourth Class Rates, until this question was raised. Such Rates were 
called " Special," but, as if by way of revenge, the Rates betweep 
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Nottingham and London have been altered during the present 
year, as well as the Classification. If Nottingham is con- 
tent, perhaps no other town need complain, but one wonders 
why it should be content to pay 5c/- Rate to London (it 
was 47/6 before) for its Curtains and Machine-made Lace 
for home trade, notwithstanding the reduction to 40/- when 
for export, seeing that Manchester, more than 70 miles further off, 
pays for the same article 25/- to London for export, and 
40/- from London to Manchester for any description of 
Foreign or other " Mixed Drapery," which would include Lace. 

Kidderminster sends Carpets to London at an all round 
"Special" Rate of 30/-; but then Manchester can ship Carpets 
from London docks for 5/- and Bolton for 2/6 under that Rate, 70 
or 80 miles greater distance, notwithstanding. The less favoured 
Carpet Districts of the West Ridmg of Yorkshire pay but 2/6 more 
to London for Carpets to go abroad, and for another 2/6 they are 
carried between Bradford and Rotterdam. 

Sheffield, like Nottingham, being to such a large extent in 
the hands of the Midland Railway (for the liberality of that 
Company towards the travelling public does not appear to extend 
in the same degree to the conveyance of merchandize), has for 
many years had special privileges, one of which has been the 
payment of the "Exceptional" Rate of 55/- per ton for its Cutlery 
to London, while the ordinary "Class" Rate for Cutlery to London, 
from any of the chief towns of the West Riding, or of South 
Lancashire, does not exceed 43/4, and from many it is less. It 
is only those Stations comprised within the Sheffield group from 
which Cutlery to London was charged 55/- per ton, or 11/8 more 
than the towns in the neighbourhood, and many others a longer 
distance away. This scandal could not survive exposure very 
long, and has been removed, 43/4 being the present rate. 

Until the matters were pointed out and explained to them, 
several firms in Sheffield were paying 43/4 instead of 27/6, for 
their Machinery to London, and several others in the same town 
paid 6/8 per ton more than the correct Rate (38/4 instead of 31/8) 
fpr Bar Steel, in bundles, to Glasgow, whilst many more pai<J 
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excessive Rates generally, for the Steel which they manufactured, 
owing to defect in the Classification Book, which afterwards was 
altered. 

In Sheffield, Leeds, Bradford, and elsewhere, wholesale 
Newsagents doing extensive businesses were charged, over a long 
series of years, Third Class instead of Second Class Rates, for 
bales of weekly Newspapers and other common kinds of 
unbound printed matter. 

In Rotherham, it was discovered about four years ago, that 
some of the principal Ironmongers were paying 30/- instead of 
25/- for Hardware from Birmingham. 

Particulars of Overcharges similar to the foregoing, and made 
more or less generally, in particular towns, as well as numerous 
instances of a grosser kind affecting particular firms, could easily 
be added, if any useful end could be served thereby ; it will 
suffice, however, to end with Birmingham and the Black Country, 
in which district, during a visit extending over the greater part of 
the last and of the present year, it was found that amongst a total 
number of Manufacturers and Merchants amounting to several 
hundreds, only one firm here and there (and at most only about 
half-a-score of them in all) were being charged the correct Rate for 
Hardware to Lx)ndon when consigned for shipment. With those 
few exceptions all were paying 2/6 per ton beyond the actual Rates 
— ^in fact, Home Trade Rates, — although, ever since ist February, 
1881, (from four to five years back) a Differential Rate of 2/6 per 
ton in favour of export Hardware had existed, but was kept quiet 
throughout South Staffordshire, from Birmingham to Wolverhamp- 
ton inclusive. Some of the largest Ironworks, also, in the same 
district, were kept in ignorance as to the Rates for Undamageable 
Iron to London, and paid 2/6 per ton (20 per cent.) excess for 
freight of Iron which they sent to London, in those cases where 
the Companies did not perform Cartage from the station. 

Every Wirework Manufacturer paid, during a series of years, 
28/4 instead of 22/6 for Wire Netting from Birmingham to London, 
and was unable to obtain any lower quotation than 28/4 from the 
Companies, notwithstanding the printed lists at each of the 
Companies' Stations showed 22/6 as the rate. This was qualified 
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in the lists by the addition of O.R., but as there is practically no 
risk to Galvanized Wire Netting, every Maker would have 
consigned at O.R., if to save 6d. a ton only. 

More examples of the same kind relating to Birmingham 
might be recited. 

Whatever may be said in extenuation of Overcharges, nothing 
can hide the real nature of those described, and it is tolerably 
certain that they never could have become so widely prevalent, 
and so generally submitted to, had they not been enforced by the 
oppressive use of their power of Lien on the part of Carriers. 
Shopkeepers and Householders by thousands have sustained loss 
and hardship through the abuse by Railway Companies of this 
necessary and valuable privilege with which the law has endowed 
them. Instead of the Right of Lien being exercised only for the 
protection of just claims, it is all too frequently used as an engine 
for petty extortion. Urgently wanting the goods which the Carman 
has brought, but will not leave until he has been paid the full 
amount charged upon his Deliver}^ Note, however excessive, many 
a tradesman and small dealer pays what is asked, and submits to 
the exaction with conscious irritation. With more or less trouble, 
numerous Overcharges are recovered, but when once the money 
has been paid to them, it is the usual practice and policy of the 
Companies' Agents to weary out the applicant, if he claims 
repayment of an Overcharge, by delays and subterfuges of every 
imaginable kind. Having spent more in time and postage stamps 
than the amount sought to be recovered was worth, the injured 
party gives in, and for the future does as best he can, and when he 
thinks he is again fleeced, he consoles himself by echoing the 
proverb, universal in some of our towns (especially Sheffield and 
Nottingham) that " It is like getting butter out of a dog's throat 
to get money back from a Railway Company;" and quietly submits. 

If, however, he has an insurmountable objection to being con- 
sciously robbed, and he, therefore, absolutely refuses to pay more 
than the uttermost farthing which he finds to be due from him. 
Railway Companies will not always forego the exaction of some- 
thing beyond it, by appeal to a County Court, which they find to 
be not invariably free from sympathetic leanings. 



In a case of this kind, the withholding payment of an alleged 
balance claimed by the Great Western Railway Company, 
amounting to £2 8s. 2d.* in relation to the transactions here 
shown (by way of sample of the manner in which Railway 
Charges are frequently made) cost the objector many times that 
sum before the matter was settled.

The goods having been consigned in quantities far exceeding 
that weight, the 5oott). scale did not rightly operate, nor was it 
resorted to in either of the two first Statements, but in the 
third (cj after the account had been sent by the local Agent 
of the G. W. R., to that Company's Chief Offices at Paddington, 
for revision, the " Scale " was professedly applied to the two last 
items. Reference to the "Scale," however, will show thatf^^^ 
3cwt. 3qrs, oft). @ 68/4 Rate, is not chargeable 16/ 11, but 13/11 ; 
and, if searched from beginning to end, the amount of 16/ 11 will 
not be found in the " Scale " whatever the weight of, or rate for, 
the Articles may be. The last Article (h) formed one of the 
items of Furniture. It was not separately named in either of the 
previous Invoices, and ought no more to have been singled out to 
make a " Scale" Charge at the Rate of nearly ;^io a ton than one 
of the Chairs. If, for the nonce, the Rates and Weights be 
admitted, the other charges are matters of simple arithmetic. 
Observe the care with which the calculations were made : —

The " Paid on " charges were pure fabrications. In the first 
statement, they were alleged to amount to 5/8 ; in the second, to 
4/8 ; and in the third, to 6/6. In like manner, the Delivery 
Charges were improperly made, as is shown by their being 
eventually dropped. 

Lest the Reader might suppose the above to be a very 
exceptional case, it may be stated that only a few months 
afterwards the same individual had a similar one on a small scale. 
Another Company (the Great Northern) demanded i/ii in excess 
of the correct charges, for carriage of a sack of Potatoes to his 
house. In this instance, besides charging 37/6 instead of 30/- as 
the ton Rate, the Invoice was loaded with fictitious ** Paid on" and 
'Cartage' charges. The moral of the preceding case, however 
was not lost upon him, so he sent the proper amount by post, and 
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when dunned for the balance falsely stated to be due, he threatened 
to send that amount also to the Company's Agent, giving him, 
at the same time, the option to return it, or of submitting to be 
prosecuted for obtaining money under false pretences, unless the 
claim was withdrawn and an apology tendered at once. This 
course had the desired effect, and the letter of apology "for giving 
so much trouble," admitted that the full amount claimable by the 
Company had been paid in the first instance. 

Would it not go far towards checking this species of 
oppression if the existing Right of Lien were expressly restricted to 
the protection of a claim correctly made in the first instance by 
the Carriers, and that they should be compelled to bear any loss 
consequent on the refusal by a sender or consignee to pay a 
demand in excess of that which is rightly chargeable, providing 
always that a definite tender of the proposed sum shall have been 
duly made ? 

OWNER'S RISK & COMPANrS RISK. 

A very prevalent form of deceptive imposition practiced by 
Railway Companies is that of obtaining signatures to Owners' Risk. 
Notes from senders of goods, under the pretence of giving an 
advantage to them in the shape of Reduced Rates, and still, at the 
same time, invariably quoting and charging the entire body of 
Manufacturers in a town, who send out some particular description 
of goods, the full Rates applicable to such goods when consigned at 
the carriers' own risk. For instance, every one of the many 
Manufacturers of Fenders throughout Birmingham was deceived 
in this way until last year, although others in Dudley were not 
victims of the same trick. Again, there are, or were quite recently, 
five Manufacturers in Rochdale whose speciality is " Wire card " 
for carding machines, all of whom were defrauded in a similar 
manner. 

An everyday practice of Railway Companies, against which 
Traders should be upon their guard, and analagous in kind to that 
just explained, and by which Shopkeepers especially, suffer serious 
losses, is that of asserting untruly, when goods are delivered in a 
broken or damaged condition, that they were sent at Owner's 
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risky and this is constantly done, when not only is the statement 
false, but when the Charges made and paid by the unfortunate 
consignee are at the full Carriers' Risk Rates, and not 
seldom in excess even of these. 

NECESSITY FOR INSPECTING RATE BOOKS. 

It is difficult to impress the public with the necessity of being 
careful not to play into the hands of the Companies by depending 
ui)on the Quotations for Freight given in reply to inquiries — for 
even when two or three companies, supposed to be in competition, 
(juote alike^ it is still necessary to verify them by an examination 
of the Kate Hooks at the station. 

But an occasional inspection of the Rate Books is more need- 
ful fltill as a guard against self-deception and false security. '* I 
know the rates for nty goods perfectly well ;" " We pay special 
rates ; " " Even if the best is bad^ we pay only the best rates,^* 
Such beliefs as these are held by nearly every business man, but 
it is very questionable whether they are well founded, unless they 
have been from time to time tested by comparing them with the 
entries in the Railway Rate Books. 

It does not by any means follow that because a Rate is 
recognised as being the same which the firm is accustomed to pay, 
it is therefore necessarily correct. It may, in fact, be quite 
otherwise, as already shewn. 

Moreover, another reason why precaution should be taken 
now and then to search the Rate Books, lies in the fact, that 
without being deceived by quotations or charges directly false, 
there is so much suppressio vert and concealment of important 
particulars by Agents, that Traders in numerous cases pay more than 
occasion requires. When quotations are given it often happens 
that facts relating to them, of more or less consequence, are 
withheld, and this is not always intentionally done. If a large 
mill, or a farm for instance, be situated at moderately equal 
distances from two or more Stations, and traffic is intended with 
some town or place loo miles off, most persons would consider 
it sufficient to learn the rate from the Station nearest, or having 
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most direct access to the station to which the goods are to be 
sent, and would act upon that supposition, although a rate much 
lower, if known, could have been had from the Station a little 
more distant. 

Parallel with such a case as the one just supposed are 
the instances, fewer now than formerly, no doubt, where the 
Companies, to compete for the Traffic with a certain town, will carry 
goods for a greater distance, and perhaps perform Cartage for 
several mile's in order to reach that town, for much less money 
than would be charged to a non-competitive Station short of the 
town in question by only a very few miles ; and whilst it might be 
a matter of indifference to the parties interested whether the goods 
be sent to, or started from, the town Station, or the Station short of it 
(and with which, moreover, the Railway Company perhaps performs 
no Cartage at all) loss is sustained by the Farmer or Trader, who 
uses the nearer Station and performs his own Cartage, because he 
acts upon the dictates of common-sense in judging the Rates from 
that Station to be, as they ought to be, but are not, lower than 
with the town beyond. Local Agents cannot be expected to 
undeceive him. 

Nor will they in more simple and everyday instances, 
especially at Stations which are non-competitive, go out of their 
way to give more details than are required to satisfy an inquiry for 
Rates. Thus, if the inquiry were put — "What is the Company's Rate 
for Carpets to Newcastle-on-Tyne ?" without stating they were for 
foreign shipment (from Kidderminster), the answer would probably 
stop short at 47/6, that being the Home Trade Rate and all that 
is usually wanted ; but, the Export Rate being 28/4, imposition 
is the consequence, and 47/6 is paid as in a recent instance. 

Still more frequently, what are called " Owners' Risk Rates " 
are in force, but are quietly suppressed, especially as to Traffic of 
particular kinds, to which very trifling risk of injury is likely to 
attach. 

That the Classification Book should be purchasable by 
Traders, as it now is, instead of being, as formerly, a sealed Book 
to them, is both necessary and just ; but whilst on the one hand 



it may easily be made an instrument of deception, as pointed out 
elsewhere, by which a persop can be entrapped into paying the 
full Classification Rat^s for Traffiq to which lower Exceptional 
Rates apply, it is in some cases quite misleading and deceptive 
in the opposite direction when the Special or Exceptional Rates 
are in excess of the Classification Rales. If on reference, say for 
Pig Iron, a Buyer were to reason thus : — I find British Pig Iron 
is placed in the Mineral Class, and, therefore, between Bolton 
and Preston I shall have 3/1 to pay, or between Bolton and 
Liverpool 4/z to pay per ton for British Pig Iron in 4-ton loads 
station to station (even if there be no lower Special Rates>, be- 
cause 3/1 and 4/2 respectively are the Mineral Class Rates — he 
would find himself mistaken, the Pig Iron Rates (British) being 
3/9 with Preston and 5/5 with Liverpool, and foreign Pig Iron 10 
per cent, above these Rates, and 40 or 50 per cent, higher than 
the Mineral Class Rate, 

Nor can the direct statements of the R. C. H. Classification 
Book be relied upon with safety in all instances. For example, on 
page go in the 1S86 Edition, it is stated that " Exceptional Rates 
for 'Pig Iron,' apply to British Pig Iron only" — and yet the 
Rate Books at Bolton show an exceptional rate of 9/2 per ton for 
"imported" Pig Iron, which is lod. below the Mineral Class 
Rate, and by necessary inference, in the absence of any other 
Special Rate for Pig Iron with Hull, rod. per ton lower than the 
Rate for British Pig Iron, a complication altogether at variance 
with the Classification Book. 

These drawbacks lo the sufficiency of the Classification Book 
are not enough to disarm the jealousy with which the Railway 
Companies concede its circulation, and as a rule, before it is 
allowed to pass into the hands of a layman, whether he be a 
purchaser, or merely asks to see a copy of the Book at the 
Station, it is usually stripped of the few detached leaves printed 
on paper of a distinctive colour, which form a useful little supple- 
ment. These pages contain nothing whatever of a private nature; 
they simply show at a glance what changes and additions have 
been made in the Classification Book since the publication of the 
last previous edition. 
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Sometimes in a given district, that which is usually station-to- 
station traffic only, as Timber, Iron, Grain, &c., is carted by the 
Companies at one or both ends at an inclusive Rate, but, as this 
is not in accordance with general practice over the kingdom, it 
is unsusi^ected and unknown to some, in such excepted districts, 
and Cartage is apt to be, and has been, charged in addition to the 
inclusive Rate. 

Occasionally it happens that both S.-to-S. and Carted Rates 
are in operation for the like heavy traffic between particular 
points, but by suppressing quotations of the latter, the Companies 
pocket the difference between the delivered through Rate and 
the 5. to S, Rate, Jf/us the amount they regularly charge for 
Cartage in the locality, thus : — Quite recently it was found out by a 
firm in Bilston (large consumers of Pig-iron) that in respect of 
Carriage between certain Stations in the Shropshire Pig-iron 
district and their works at Bilston, they had been throwing away 
6d. per ton upon Pig-iron quite needlessly in this way ; the G.W.R. 
and I.. & N.W.R. Companies have Rates for Pig-iron between the 
districts in question, 6d. per ton only above the S. to S., including 
delivery in Bilston ; but if, as in this case, the Pig-iron was always 
consigned by the senders to Bilston Stations, the charge made, 
and paid without suspicion, for the Cartage from the Station was 
i/- per ton. 

Any person who has paid many visits to Railway Stations for 
the purpose of ascertaining Rates by inspection of the Books, 
rather than by trusting answers to verbal inquiries, will have 
proved the reluctance with which the Agents yield to the necessity 
of permitting such inspection. He is nearly always called upon 
to go through a Catechism, short or long; generally he is referred, 
in turn, to Messrs. A, B and C, and if, after much delay, Mr. C is 
found, and professes to grant as a favour that which the applicant 
knows to be his right, he is referred back again to Mr. A or Mr. 
B, with a consent. But supposing Mr. C is absent " somewhere 
in the town " — as often happens — Messrs. A and B will decline to 
allow any Books to be seen on their sole or joint responsibility, 
until Mr. C returns. Annoyance and great waste of time are the 
unavoidable result, But sonietinies the local Agent, Mr. C. 
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himself, will not run the risk oi" granting permission wiihout the 
support of Mr. D— "c«r district Manager at Crewe" {or 
elsewhere), and that gentleman instructs Mr. C to " wire " to 
Mr. E. in London, who ultimately telegraphs to Mr. C to allow 
the inspection 1 

Occasionally, indeed, an applicant will meet with defiance 
and refusal, and Managers will go to great lengths rather than 
permit full and free access to the '■ Public " Rale Books, notwith- 
standing the stress they put upon the word public, as if to 
distinguish between different sets of Rate Books. 

At St. Pancras Station, in October of last year, the Writer was 
refused access to any Rate Book, and some time previously, at 
another important Midland Station, the District Manager caused 
the General Rate Book to be placed, open, in an elevated position 
at a distance of nearly two yards from him, and, forbidding him 
closer approach to it, derisively remarked- — " Therms the Book, 
Open/or Inspection" whilst not a word or figure in it was visible 
at the distance. This the Manager pretended was compliance 
with the Act,* and further said — " / know the law, and so, no 
doubt Aoyou, take your remedy." 

Quite recently, also, application was made at the London 
Road Station, at Manchester, on behalf of the Corjjoration of 
Bolton (of which proof was given), for permission to see the 
through Rates between Paris and Manchester. Rather than 
allow this, the Clerk in charge, in the absence of his Principal, 
(who, however, shortly afterwards, and again upon a subsequent 
occasion, upheld his action, and confirmed the Clerk's refusal to 
allow the Rates with Paris to be seen), deliberately mutilated a 
valuable Rate Book, by tearing therefrom certain folios to which 
the printed List of Paris Rates was pasted, 

This was done in order to hberate the Book for inspection of 
other Tables of Rates, in connection with these inquiries. 

DOUBLE PAYMENT OF FREIGHT. 
To obtain payment twice over for the performance of one 
act of service is easier to Carriers than to the world at large, hence 
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money is occasionally demanded and paid for Conveyartce of goods 
and parcels, especially those forwarded by Passenger Trains, both 
from the sender and receiver. But this practice is not believed 
to be very general. It is one that is probably confined 
to particular localities. 

The insertion of a "Paid on" charge in an invoice for 
freight when, in reality, nothing has been " Paid on," is a frequent 
occurrence. When there is foundation for some charge of that 
kind, the Companies do not condescend to show vouchers, or, as 
a rule, to furnish any particulars. Should they not, in justice, be 
called upon to do so ? 

CARTAGE. 

The general body of Manufacturers and Traders are not alive 
to the fact that a considerable percentage of what is paid by 
many of them in the settlement of Railway Accounts might be 
saved, in addition to the deductions which they make for errors 
and overcharges they frequently discover. These persons do not 
recognize the fact that the Rates which thty pay upon goods of 
every kind, except the heavy S. to S. traffic comprised in the Classes 
called " Mineral " and " Special," include (with very few exceptions) 
Cartage charges to and from the Station, for collection and delivery 
of such goods. Many who have regularly paid these Carted 
Rates for a long time have been in the habit of Carting their own 
goods, and thus the Companies have been paid for services which 
they have never performed. Some firms have made this 
discovery, from time to time, and have obtained at least partial 
satisfaction, and stopped this leakage for the future. But this 
matter is little known or understood as yet, and therefore the 
Companies continue to collect Carted Rates upon Traffic, in five 
out of the seven Classes, whether they perform the Cartage or not. 

This can scarcely be the result of general ignorance or 
oversight upon the part of Agents. It must be attributed to the 
existence of warmer interest for their employers than for their 
customers. Many persons outside Railway circles will be inclined 
to regard this as a very venial and excusable breach of honesty. 
Put may it not then be urged, in palliation of the more flagrant 
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offences against that quality, which take the form of direct 
Overcharge, and more or less gross deception, that a state of mind 
which is reared in the atmosphere where such a system prevails 
and which sees no harm in it, may soon become impervious to 
any perception of what is right or wrong as between the public and 
the Railway Companies, and so, almost unconsciously, lends itself 
to any act of injustice to the former. Upon no other theory is it 
easy to understand how the practice of making Overcharges has 
become so universal. 

Illustrative examples will be found in the Appendix, of Private 
Siding Rates as between Bolton and a few other towns. They 
serve to show, to a certain extent, what amount of difference is 
usually made by the Companies in Rates for Iron, &c., between two 
private sidings, or between siding and station, and the reverse, as 
compared with those charged for the like Traffic between Station 
and Station in the same localities. Such Rates are numerously 
shown in the Rates Books as respects Wigan, Warrington and 
some few Stations, but it is believed the numbers so shown bear 
a very limited proportion to those which are actually in operation 
in many places. 

SUGGESTIONS RELATING TO THE RATES 

BOOKS, &c. 

It would be well if the Companies were compelled, for the 

mutual convenience of themselves and the public, to keep Uvo 

sets of Rate Books (instead of one only) at each of their larger 

Stations, and that one set of Books at least should be cleaner, more 

legible, and less crowded with entries than most of those now in 

use ; also that such Books should contain every New Rate, fully 

and punctually posted, and (what is almost equally important) old 

entries, made obsolete by Revision of Rates, should at once be 

cancelled, the date of every alteration being also duly 

entered. The Books ought to be well indexed, and should 

exhibit the Mileage Distances as well as the Rates to every Station 

named in them ; the distances throughout being based upon some 

uniform method of computation. 

The shortest distance between any two Stations, by any 
Railway, oi System of Railways connecting them, or, in the case of 
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large towns, between the most important of the local Termini in 
each, ought not to be difficult to ascertain, and would seem to be 
the most equitable upon which to calculate the various Rates. As 
an alternative, and as things are at present, the number of Miles 
between any two places may be considered to correspond 
with sufficient nearness to the number of Pence contained 
in the amount of the Third Class Parliamentary Passenger 
Fare between those places. The distances quoted in this 
Report, and shown in the Tables annexed thereto, are 
computed upon this principle, for the reason that no other 
uniform basis of calculation by which to determine distances is 
accessible, so far as the Compiler is aware, in the present state of 
the books at the stations. 

These frequently show three or four varying statements of 
distance, as between some two particular Stations, on the one 
hand, but on the other, and far more often, no distance at all is 
shown. Sometimes, when only one quotation of distance between 
one town and another is given, the distance between some two 
Stations closely adjacent to each other is represented to be fully 
I GO miles greater or less, by way of difference, from the Station 
at which the Book is consulted. 

I'he Rate Books at each Station throughout the Kingdom, 
from or to which the Company undertakes to perform Cartage 
within certain limits, should also show what amount is chargeable 
for that service in respect to goods of every description, and the 
boundary lines of the district or sub-district to which such 
Cartage charges apply, in each case, should be clearly defined by 
a coloured Local Map, if necessary, or in some other suitable 
manner. 

Hitherto, doubts have constantly arisen as to whether 
particular premises are or are not within the free limits of Cartage 
to or from the Station, and it is quite a common practice im- 
properly to tack on a charge for Collection or Delivery, or even 
for both, when the Tonnage Rate includes Cartage at both ends. 

Disputes, consequent on the doubts just spoken of, usually 
terminate when they end at all, by the weaker side giving way, 

D 
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but without clearing up the doubt, which is not really solved until, 
perhaps, the locality becomes more fully built upon, and an 
extension of Cartage limits is granted by the Railway Companies. 

The Changes of Rates which take place from time to time, 
whether consequent upon alterations of the R.C.H. Classification 
Book or otherwise, are more frequently in the direction of 
reduction than of increase, nevertheless, the power used by the 
Companies to advance their Rates without giving notice before- 
hand, is a just cause for complaint on the part of the public. 
It not only interposes an unneccessary obstacle to the making 
of Contracts, but often very injuriously affects those which have 
been entered into. 

In addition to the Hardware and Drapery Lists, and others 
similar, which have appeared in the R.C.H. Classification Book, 
there are more of a like kind, as the Heavy Groceries and 
Drysalteries Lists; English and Scotch Castings List, &c., 
which ought also to be published in the same Book, or otherwise 
placed where they can be seen in conjunction with the Rates for 
the articles comprised in them, in the Rate Books at the Stations. 
Instead of being placed in either, they can rarely be seen at all, 
and are marked " Private, not for Publication." 

For reasons which Railway Managers can probably explain, 
these Lists are not co-extensive in their application with the use 
of the R.C.H. Classification Book, and this fact might account for 
their omission from its pages, if it were not for the comparative 
secrecy in which they are kept, and the strange want of uniformity 
in the liists themselves. The various articles constituting " Heavy 
Groceries" and "Drysalteries" are more numerous as respects 
some towns than others, so that the Lists which have the widest 
field of operation, as revised by the Normanton Conference, ist 
August, 1885, are headed : — ** List of Articles to be considered as 
" Heavy Groceries " [or " Drysalteries "], except in cases where 
Specific Lists are recorded,^' 

But whether Normanton Conference Lists or special Local 
Lists apply in the town — if not printed in the R.C H. Classification 
Pook, such Lists ought to be placed in the Rates Book at t^^ 
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Station, as it is absolutely impossible, apart from an examination 
of these Lists, to discover from the Books what the Rates are, say 
from London to Bolton, for a great many very important articles 
of general consumption. 

Unfavourable comment has been incidentally made else- 
where, concerning the present condition of the Rate Books, quite 
apart from their want of completeness. Some further and more 
definite allusion to this matter seems to be called for. The state 
of these Books being, anywhere, indifferently good at best, whilst 
space forbids reference to more than two or three examples of 
that in which they are very frequently found, the selection must 
not be regarded as a prejudiced one. 

The Rate Book (L. & N. W. R. Station) Blackburn, as seen 
in May last, was a piece of antiquity, the tattered, dirty, and 
obliterated condition of which sufficed to stamp it as a genuine 
" old original." Parts of some pages being torn away the Clerks 
had no means of discovering Rates with some places, except the 
" rule of thumb," whilst the Rates, with many others, were obscured 
by layers of dirt, or erased by the wear and tear of many years. 
Other parts of the same Book, which were readable only because 
they were less often used, were so contradictory and confusing 
(and so much at variance also with the Rate Book previously 
seen at the L. & Y. R. Company's Offices in the same town), that 
none of the Clerks present could understand the Rates between 
Blackburn and the large Ports on the Tyne and Tees, nor could 
they distinguish the "Shipping" from the local or "Town* 
Rates with Newcastle and the other North Eastern Ports. 

Books, found in use a few months ago at Park Lane Station, 
Liverpool, were equally venerable in point of age with the Black- 
bum Book just described, and scarcely in better condition. 
Owing either to constant negligence, or to a settled aversion to 
cancel them. Rates once entered here have been allowed to remain 
in the Books, notwithstanding the changes which may have been 
made in them from time to time. Hence, it is not difficult to 
discover three or four various Rates for one and the same thing, 
but very difficult in some cases to determine which of the number 
should be accepted as the current Rate. 
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tt would almost appecir as if Old Rates were sometimes left 
uncancelled for the direct purpose of misleading. At Rochdale 
(L. & Y. R. Oflfices), some three years since, the Rate Book 
showed in a plain and conspicuous manner certain Exceptional 
Rates for Butter, Eggs, and Provisions, between some of the 
chief Irish Ports and Rochdale. Suspicious of them, because he 
knew these Rates to be much higher than those charged in 
adjacent towns, the searcher made careful scrutiny of the page, 
and found Rates 5/- per ton lower all round, which had been in 
force for some years, were entered in writing so extremely small, 
and so crowded by other entries, that they were not easy to 
discover. 

It is reasonable, and indeed necessary, upon many grounds, 
that Railway Companies and Carriers, when tendering goods for 
delivery, should present a freight Invoice showing all needful 
particulars by which to verify the correctness of the charges 
demanded, and for other purposes. This is only partially done 
at j)rcscnt. Even in a large commercial town like Preston, for 
example (with exceptions as to certain firms), the carmen deliver 
no Invoices, but carry with them certain Delivery Sheets, to which 
they obtain the signatures of Consignees or other persons on their 
behalf. 

Although ostensibly obtained only as a necessary matter of 
form, and in proof of the delivery of the articles signed for, the 
signatures so obtained from unsuspecting Consignees, or inex- 
perienced persons on their account, are often used by the 
Companies to support a contention that goods had been delivered 
in ^^ good condition,^^ when, in many such cases, the carmen 
concerned know that the contrary was the fact, and in the 
majority of other instances they are fully aware that no attempt 
had been, or could, suitably, have been made, at the moment of 
delivery, to ascertain in 7iihat condition the articles were at that 
time. 

But whatever degree of publicity may be obtained for local 
Railway Rates by the extended circulation of detailed freight 
Invoices, or by more general and obstructed access to the Rate 
Books at the stations, even if they were improved and supple- 
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mented to the extent already suggested, it should further be made a 
compulsory obligation upon the Companies that their books and 
lists, also their Invoices and Statements, should set forth the lowest 
Rates current for the time being ; that is to say, every condition 
or circumstance qualifying the amount of any recorded Rate 
should also be entered, such being as essentially necessary as the 
ordinary stipulations respecting the weight of a consignment or 
the length of a girder. No amoimt of careful inspection or 
scrutiny of a Rate Book will serve an inquirer's purpose if such 
details are wanting, nor give him a true answer as to what a 
particular Rate actually is. Take a typical illustration of this : — 
The L. & Y. R. Rate Book at Preston shows a Rate^ of 9s. 2d. 
per ton (delivered in Preston) for Raw Cotton from Liverpool ; 
whilst the L. & N. W. Books at the adjacent Goods Station show 
8s. 4d. per ton, delivered, as having been the Rate ever since 
October last year (1885). 

Asked to explain this difference, and complaint being made of 
the annoying consequences of the error in the Rate Book at 
Butcher Street, one of the clerks of the L. & Y. R. Company 
stated " that 9s. 2d. is the Rate, and the book is quite correct, 
"but we allow a * rebate* of lod. per ton if the Cotton is cleared 
"within 24 hours." There being good reasons for suspicion 
concerning this reply, further inquiry was made next morning of 
the L. & Y. R. Co.'s Preston Agent* himself about the matter. 
He repeated the same statement as his clerk had made, and when 
further asked why the Rate Book contained nothing to show that 
a rate of 8s. 4d. could be had upon any condition, he coolly said 
the Rate Book was ^^ quite rights and he knew of no legal obligation 
" upon Railway Companies to show their rebates P This may be 
taken as a specimen of one method by which incorrect, misleading, 
or contradictory showings of Rate Books are explained, for 
neither in one or other of the L. & N. W. R. Co.'s Rate Books, 
nor in certain Freight Accounts which had been examined, was 
there any question of rebate^ the rate of 8s. 4d. being charged in 
the Statements, and no other rate stood in the books. 

* It subsequently transpired that the gentleman referred to here was not 
really the Agent, but one who responded for him. 
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Moreover, unless a {penalty attach to the giving of Rebates, 
Bonuses, Discounts, and the like which are not limited by, and in 
accordance with conditions and regulations recorded in the Rate 
Hooks, or of any other exceptional advantages to some customers 
over others, which are not made public, no adequate security can 
be taken against unjust preferences being shown by the Companies 
on the one hand, or against deception and imposition on the 
other. 

Indeed, it is more than possible, unless timely care be taken 
to prevent it, that in proix)rtion as the public learn, and make use 
of their right to inspect the Rate Books, the more general and 
frequent may be the reson to various contrivances on the part of 
Railway Managers, by which to evade the insertion therein of 
bona fide rates.

All Distances quoted in these Tables are calculated upon 
the basis of the Parliamentary 3rd Class Passenger Fare, 
between the respective Stations, as explained on page 35. 

EXPLANATORY NOTES TO THE TABLES. 
Two sizes of Type are used in many of the Tables. When 
such is the case Figures printed in Small Type denote 
" Exceptional " or " Special " Rates ; the Larger Figures 
represent Ordinary Class Rates, which apply in all those cases 
where no "Exceptional" Rate is provided. 

A Small Figure to the right-hand against any Rate, 
indicates the minimum number of Tons in any load to which 
such Rate applies, and which differs from the number stated 
at top of column. If two Rates for Grain, for instance, be 
shewn, between the same places thus : — 

15/10, 16/8^ 

it will indicate that 15/10 per ton is the Rate applicable to 
4 ton loads — or 16/8 per ton for a quantity under 4 tons, but 
not less than 2 tons in weight. 

*" Machinery " is variously classified. The Rates quoted 
\n the Tables which are Printed in Large Figures, are 2n4 
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Class Rates, which apply to Machinery in Cases at the Carrier's 
Risk, and to various descriptions of unpacked Machinery, at 
Owner's Risk. The Rougher and Heavier kinds of Machinery, 
not usually packed, are carried at lower Rates.
